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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: A.The Applicant argues that Joseph does not 
teach executing a boot sequence, receiving multimedia content and playing a media content in parallel. (Remark, page 6, lines 22-23) 

The Examiner disagrees, in response to A, Joseph clearly teaches that retrieving and displaying multimedia content during the post phase 
of startup process. (See column 2, lines 4-10). This citation indicates that retrieval and display are occuring during the boot process and 
therefore reads on the functionality of the claim language. 



B.The Applicant argues that Joseph does not teach "a receive module configured for playing multimedia content transmitted by a third-party 
device in parallel with a boot module." (Remark, page 7, lines 5-7) 



The Examiner disagrees, in response to B; Joseph clearly teaches that content repositories in a network are configured to load data to a 
media player of a user device between the booting sequences of the user device (See, column 6, lines 8-14, fig. 2). This citation reads on 
the functionality of the claim language.. 
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
